Is framing a bill for the legislature 
the design of which measure is to 
make voting compulsory. While such 
a law would have some drawbacks, 
it is quite certain that its good would 
far outweigh its disadvantages. Of 
course the fundamental purpose of the 
bill is to circumvent that method of 
corruption by which venal citizens are 
bribed to remain sway from the polls, 
a. method that has the advantage of 
certain "delivery of the goods" over 
bribing a voter to cast his ballot for 
candidates selected for his support. 
.Under the Australian ballot law of this 
state there can be no absolute know- 
ing whether a" purchased voter has 
"stayed bought," whereas, by not vot- 
ing he gives positive proof that he did 
not "vote wrong." 
Moreover, such a 


law will bring to the polls a surpris- 
ingly large class of citizens who from 
lazy indifference or from a dilletante 
conviction that politics is "nasty" and 
can be rebuked by treating political 
organizations and candidates for office 
with lofty superciliousness and high- 
minded 
disdain, habitually 
refrain 


'from voting. Of these two classes of 
non-voting citizens the last named may 
1 : perhaps not unreasonably, looked 
upon as the worse of the two. At all 
events, a law that will compel citizens 
to take at least a'nominal concern in 
the duties of citizenship may be worth 
a trial.
